test against the "protection" forced upon 'jt by the Senate! 
tariff bill. 


It will b<e recalled that the chairman of tihe Finance Com- 


nVttee, in opening discussion of the tariff bill Istst Thursday, de- 
clajced it his opinion that the new measure would not increase 
the cost of Jiving "on the whole one cent." Then he read a lec- 
ture to both manufacturers and retailers adjuring them not to 
take advantage of the sheltering arms of tho 'larift" law to boost 
prices. If the retailer will just follow the manufacturer, he 
said, in being1 satisfied with " a most meager return on his in- 
vestment * * * old-time prosperity will again creign thruout the 
land." 


It so happeais-that, at the very moment/ the Senator; from 


North Dakota was holding up a fatherly fiyigcr of warning to 
the supposed beneficiaries of the high protection about, to be 
accorded by a benevolent Congress, the shr>e trade was circulat- 
ing a statement that the proposed duties; on hides and shoes, 
notwithstanding McCumber's hopeful prediction of unboosleci 
living costs, would raise the price of shoe;* from 50 to 75 cents a 
pair, thus adding more than $150,000,00/0 to America's .•annual 
shoe bill. The statement, moreover, sought to persuade Senator 
McCumber andf Jhis colleagues not to pat a duty on hides and 
shoes that would make it necessary forfmamifacturers and.-deal- 
«irs to raise prices.! 


It is Senator McCumber's theory, as outlined in his open- 


ing address on the tariff bill, that, in practicing protection, "we 
must sustain the many units constituting the whole." We pre- 
sume this may be taken to mean that an industry which does not 
want protection must join the others in accepting it. If pro- 
tection is not good for its "beneficiaries" it is still the btiggcst 
bluff in American' politics. In thie case of the hide and shoe 
tariff, the shoe trade and the American Farm Bureau are 
recorded against it. The chief "benefit of a hide tariff, :jiay its 
critics, would go to the packers. 


The modern view of the .shoe trade is that the biggest 


money is made by increasing sales rather than prices. But this 
view will not supply a platform for the Republican party. Has 
it come to the pass where infant industries, weaned and grown, 
must fight politicians to get out of the nursery?

Another Shipping Scandal? 


' A MERICA'S venture into shipbuilding cost (he federal tax-i 
-L\. payers three and «-i half bjllion dollars, in return for which 
the government now has a fleet of 7,800,000 gross ions, of which 
there reran in at most .°>,000,000 tons, worth about $30 a ton in 
the preserri world market. 


The argument so ably set forth by Mr. Laskcr and others 


that these ships were in fact, as in name, an emergency fleet is 
too similar ivo need recalling, but it does not fully explain the 
shipbuilding which went on after the armistice and which sad-' 
died the government with a great debt and hundreds of worth- 
less or at least inefficient vessels. It seems to be the earnest de- 
sire of Mr. Lasker'.s 'hoard to write ihe whole disastrous enter-1 
prise off the books as soon as possible, and by going thru a 
process analogous to bankruptcy lo put a .stop to ilu: losses 
which the books still reveal.
